TWO SERVANTS FOUND DEAD 


Philadelphia Police Have Mysttrloua 


Double Tragedy On Their Handa. 
Philadelphia, April 26.—A tragedy, 
the mystery surrounding which the po- 
lice are having difficulty in unraveling, 
was discovered in the old Forney man- 
sion, at 618 South Washington Square, 
when the bodies of two servants were 
found in the kitchen. The mansion was 
the residence of Colonel John W. Poi> 
ney, the deceased publisher and ed- 
itor, and is at present occupied by his 
daughter. Miss Tillie May Forney. The 
dead servants are Samuel Barnes, or 
Smith, colored, aged 30 years, who 
was employed as a butler, and Mar- 
garet Toner, white, aged 50 years, who 
has been ttie cook for Miss Forney for 
20 years. When found each had a bul- 
let in the head. 


Miss Forney was the first to learn 
of the affair. The servants failed to 
send her the evening 
papers, and, 
thinking it strange, she made an in- 
vestigation. In the kitchen she found 
the cook lying on a settee and the but- 
let sitting on a chair, with his head 
resting on a table. Each had a bullet 
hole In the right temple. The woman 
was dead, but the negro was alive, 
though unconscious. A revolvei*, with 
two exploded cartridges in its cham- 
bers, was found on the floor. The but- 
ler w^s conveyed to a hospital, where 
he died three hours later. 


After a preliminary investigation the 
police were unable to explain the af- 
fair. They claim to have found an 
empty whiskey bottle In the negro's 
pocket and a piteher and glasses, In 
which there had been beer, on the 
table. They believe that the couple 
bad been drinking.

BANK PRESIDENT 
SHORT $1,450,000 


Milwaukee. Wis., April 25.—Frank 
G. Bigelow, president of the First Na- 
tional Bank of Milwaukee, was arrest- 
ed, chai'ged with the embeizlement of 
over $100,000 of the bank's funds. The 
arrest of Mr. Bigelow followed his con- 
fession to the board of directors of 
the bank that he was a defaulter ito 
the extent of $1,450,000. Following Mr. 
Bigelow's confession, he was removed 
from the presidency of the bank and 
the facts in the case were laid before 
the federal authorities. The complaint 
was sworn to by United States dis- 
trict Attorney H. K. Bi^tterfield. 
It 
charges that Bigelow, as president of 
the First National Bank, embezzled & 
sum exceeding $100,000. A complaint 
and a warrant, identical with those In 
Bigelow's case were made out to Henry 
G. Göll, assistant cashier of the bank,, 
but Göll could not be found. President 
Bigelow was taken 
before 
United 
States Commissioner Bloodgood and 
bail was fixed at $25,000, and he was 
released to appear before the next 
federal grand jury. 


President Bigelow's confession was 
made at a special meeting of the board 
of directors. In addressing his fellow 
directors, President Bigelow said he 
had a painful statement to make, a 
confession that he had misdirected 
the funds of the bank, and that an ex- 
amination of his books and a compari- 
lon of figures would show that he was 
Indebted to the bank for more thaa 
fl.450.000. This money, he said, had 
been lost in speculation in wheat and 
stocks. NQt a dollar of it oould be re- 
covered, and the only sura he could 
offer toward compensating the bank 
was personal 
securities 
valued 
at 
$300,000. 


When the defalcation became known 
a run on the bank started, and in a 
short time nearly $1,0^0,000 was paid 
out. Over $1,000,000 was sent to Mil- 
waukee by Chicago baixlis, and the oift- 
cials are prepared to pay all deposi- 
tors, although a serious run Is not ex- 
pected. 


In making his statement to the di- 
rectors of the bank, Mr. Bigelow said 
he had become involved In speculation 
in Wall street severti months ago. 
More recently he had been a persist- 
ent bull in the wheat market, and re- 
cent losBfcS. in grain hiid been added 
to

W^hile President Bigelow's defalca- 
tion amounts to about $1,450.000, htj 
restored $300.000. and the directors 
subscribed $l,*i36.000, thus leaving the 
bank better off by about $400.000 thnn 
it was before the funds were depleted 
by the peculations of the president. 


Mr. Bigelow was personally rated as 
a millionaire, and this fortune has 
been lost, as well as the sum taken 
from the hank. Ho has a magnificent 
home in Astor street, and his family 
Is prominent socially in Milwaukee, 
Bigelow is a member of several clubs. 
He has been a generous donor to char- 
ity and has been a favorite with all 
classcs.

S t Petersburg, April 25.—The ad­ 
miralty professes to have no infor* 
mation as to whether Vie'e Admiral 
Rojestvensky is waiting for* Neboga- 
toff's reinforcing detachment, and say 
the matter is entirely in' his hands, 
and that he has not communicated his 
determination. 
Naval men, however, 
are not inclined, as hitherto, to antici­ 
pate a Junction of Nebogatoff with Ro­ 
jestvensky. They suggest that the

The Novoo Vremya prints a rumor 
that‘the opposing squadrons were al­ 
ready engaged Saturday, but the paper 
has nothing to support the report, and 
no credence is placed in it. 


Fifteen Miles From Coast. 
Saigon, April 25.—According to the 
last news received here, the Russian 
squadron was 15 miles from the coast. 
Thevessels were steering northward. 


Is Thia Nebogatoff’s Fleet? 
Kamranh Bay, April 25.—The Baltic 
fleet, with the exception of 18 vessels, 
Including flve German 
and other 
transports and one destroyer, left here 
Saturday. 
Thirty miles south of Kamranh Bay 
nine larger war vessels were seen. 
One b attlcB h ip was observed and one 
cruiser. These vessels were supposed 
to be the th ird Baltic squadron, under 
Net»ogatoff.

Although the Russian crews wer^ 
confident of victory, independent ob­ 
servers who got near enough to Ad­ 
miral Rojestvensky’s warships to be 
able to inspect them were not unani­ 
mous in regarding the efficiency of the 
squadron. 
It Is believed here that it is Ad­ 
miral Rojestvensky’s intention to do 
everything possible to have Admiral 
Nebogatoff Join him before undertak­ 
ing a decisive battle.

Firing Not Confirmed. 
London, April 25,—Beyond the re­ 
port that from Kamranh Bay the Rus­ 
sian second Pacific squadron proceed­ 
ed northward, there is no further news 
of any kind nor confirmation of the re- 
iwrted firing off Kamranh Bay. There 
have been rumors recently that a p a rt 
of Rojestvensky’s 
squadron w a s at 
Hainan, near the promontory of Lien- 
Chau. If these rumors are true, it is 
supposed the whole squadron may re­ 
assemble there and endeavor in Chi­ 
nese waters to continue coaling and 
other preparations. 
Little attention is paid here to re­ 
ported 
movements of the Japanese 
warships. It is considered that Vic^ 
Admiral Togo is not likely to lift the 
veil of secrecy except for the express 
purpose of secrecy. 


Rumors of Peace Negotiations. 
St. Petersburg, April 25.—Mysteri-> 
ous rumors that another attempt at 
peace negotiatioas is impending are 
circulating in biuh quarters, and the 
United States iii‘ directly meniioned 
as the intermediary. The Associated 
Press has not b<i»ea able to obtain any 
confirmation cfv the reports.

TWO SERVANTS FOUND DEAD 
Philadelphia Police Have Myittrlou« 
Doubl« Tragedy On Their Hands. 
Philadelphia» April 25.—A tragedy» 
the mystery surrounding which the po­ 
lice are having difliculty in unraveling, 
was discovered in the old Forney man­ 
sion, at 618 South Washington Square, 
when the bodies of two servants were 
• found in the kitchen. The mansion was 
the residence of Colonel John W. For­ 
ney, the deceased publisher and ed­ 
itor, and is at present occupied by his 
daughter. Miss Tlllie May Forney. The 
dead servants are Samuel Barnes, or 
Smith, colored, aged 30 years, who 
was employed as a butler, and Mar­ 
garet Toner, white, aged 50 years, who 
has been tiie cook for Miss Forney for 
20 years. When found each had a bul­ 
let in the head. 
Miss Forney was the first to learn 
of the affair. The servants failed to 
send her the evening 
payers, and,

vestigation. In the kitchen she found 
the cook lying on a settee and the but* 
let sitting on a chair, with his head 
resting on a table. EJach had a bullet 
hole in the right temple. The woman 
was dead, but the negro was alive, 
though unconscious. A revolver, with 
two exploded cartridges in its cham­ 
bers, was found on the floor. The but­ 
ler w^s conveyed to a hospital, where 
he died three hours later. 
After a preliminary Investigation the 
police were unable to explain the af­ 
fair.

SLUMP IN WHEAT 


BANK PRESIDENT 
SHORT $1,450,000 


Milwaukee, Wis., April 25.—Frank 
G. Bigelow, president of the First Na­ 
tional Bank of Milwaukee, was arrest­ 
ed, charged with the ombenzlement of 
over $100,000 of the bank’s funds. The 
arrest of Mr, Bigelow followed his con­ 
fession to the board of directors of 
the bank that he was a defaulter to 
the extent of $1,450,000. Following Mr. 
Bigelow’s confession, he was removed 
from the presidency of the bank and 
the facts in the case were laid before 
the federal authorities. The complaint 
was sworn to by United States Dis­ 
trict Attorney H. K. Bi^tterfleld. 
It 
charges that Bigelow, as president ol 
the First National Bank, embezzled u 
sum exceeding $100,000. A complaint 
and a warrant, Identical with those iu 
Bigelow’s case were made out to Henry 
Q. Goll, assistant cashier of the bank,, 
but Goll could not be found. President 
Bigelow was taken 
before 
United 
States CommiBsioner Bloodgood and 
bail was fixed at $25,000, and he was 
released to appear before the next 
federal grand jury. 
President Bigelow*» confession was 
made at a special meeting of the board 
of directors. In addressing his fellow 
directors, President Bigelow said he 
had a painful statement to make, a 
confession that he had misdirected 
the funds of the bank, and that an ex­ 
amination of his books and a comparl- 
lon of figures would show that he waS' 
Indebted to the bank for more than 
$1,450,000. This money, he said, had 
been lost in speculation in wheat and 
stocks. Npt a dollar of it oould be re­ 
covered, and the only sum he could 
offer toward compensating the bank 
was personal securities valued at 
$300,000, 
When the defalcation became known 
a run on the bank started, and In a 
short time nearly $1,0^0,000 was paid 
out. Over $1,000,000 was sent to Mil­ 
waukee by Chicago banlis, and the offi­ 
cials are prepared to pay all deposi­ 
tors, although a serious run is not ex­ 
pected.

TO RENOVATE 
PORTIERE«. 


Nothing is better for this than gaso- 
line, but one can not be,cautioned too 
often or too strongly to handle this 
dangerous fluid carefully. To clean a 
pair of chenille or velour portieres, six 
to eight gallons of gaso?ine Is neces- 
sary,. and the work must'be performed 
out of doors. Spread the hangings on 
the grass and brush lengthwise and 
across, and on both sides; never hang 
on a line to brush or beat, as the strain 
is very likely to break the warp. Look 
them over carefully for soiled spots 
and dust streaks, and mark each spot 
and streak with a ^wbite thread. 
Put 
the hangings in a tub and cover with 
gasGiltne; rub the soils, and afterwards 
the whole curtain-with theliands and 
work up and down in the fluid until it 
looks clean. 
Gently squeeze out tho 
gasoline, but on no account wring; 
rinse In another tub of fresh gasoline 
and hang to dry In the shade, without 
wringing or shaking, and use as few 
pins as possible. As the curtains dry, 
occasionally pull them out smooth and 
straight. The odor will disappear in 
drying,—Household.' 


RECTPES: 


Daisy—Whites of three eggs, one- 
half cup of butter, one cup of sugar, 
one and one-half cups of flour, one 
teasooonful of yeast powder and a 
teaspoonful of lemon or rose. This Is 
a very nice cake, and Is especially pret- 
ty when frosted with yellow frosting. 


Bean Rarebit—Melt two tablespoon- 
fuls of butter and add one-fourth tea- 
spoonful of paprika, one-half teaspoon- 
ful of salt, one cupful of cold baked 
beans, well mashed, and three-fourths 
of a teaspoonful of good table sauce. 
When thoroughly heated add two-thirds 
cupful of milk and three-fourths cup- 
ful of mild, soft cheese, finely cut. Stir 
until the cheese Is melted. 


Rice Pudding—Boil half a pound of 
rice in milk until it is quite tender, beat 
it well with a wooden spoon to mash 
the grains; add three-quarters of a 
pound of sugar and the same of melted 
butter; half a nutmeg, six eggs, some 
grated lemon peel; put a paste in tho 
dish and bake it. For a change it may 
be boiled and eaten with butter, sugar 
and wine. 


Dessert Puffs—Take one pint of milk 
and cream each, the whites of four eggs 
beaten to a stiff froth, one heaping 
cupful of sifted flour, one scant cupful 
of powdered sugar; add a little grated 
lemon peel andii little salt. Beat these 
ingredients all together until very light, 
bake in gem pans, sift pulverized sugar 
over them and eat with a »auce flav- 
ored with lemon.

FERTILIZING PEACH TREES. 
The peach Is somewhat sensitive to 
overfeeding with nitrogen or ammon- 
late manures. Trees grown near barn- 
yards shoot out very vigorously at first, 
but the tissues, seem to degenerate 
rapidly, forming'gum pockets and ex- 
uding large quantities of gum. 
The 
trees have been observed by peach men 
to suiTer from winter killing and In ex- 
treme eases are often killed outright. 
An application of nitrate of soda, at 
the rate of 300 pounds per acre in ono 
case noted by the Department of Agrl- 
culture,v,retarded the ripening time of 
peaches two weeks. Peaches regularly 
ripen on the poor knolls and hilltops 
earlier 
than in adjacent 
valleys or 
pockets a few feet^ away, w^here seep- 
age nitrogen affects them. 
The latter 
are also more subject to certain fungi. 
The proximity of an old stable was in 
one case the cause of the fruit being 
belated, and while the trees and fruit 
were larger, the latter was Inferior in 
color and quality. In a series of test», 
the fruit on the treps .moderately sup- 
plied with nitrogen was brighter In 
color, sweeter and finer in texture, and 
only slightly smaller. 
In fact, the 
peach is healthiest and yields the best 
fruit in soils which, for most other 
crops, would be considered deficient in 
nitrogen. 


The plum in this respect behaves 
rery much like tho peach, especially tho 
Japanese varieties. 
Two plum trees 
were given six pounds of nitrate of 
soda—which is a large application— 
strewn in a circle around the treea 
about 
equal to the spread 
of the 
branches. 
It was applied in spring 
after the growth had started and whilo 
growth was moderately stimulated dur- 
ing the season and they appeared to 
be all right in the fall, they were killed, 
root and branch, the following winter, 
though adjacent trees Avere entirely 
unharmed. 
On account of this Sensi- 
tiveness to nitrogen, skilful peach and 
5lum growers are always very cautious 
in the use of nitrogenous fertilizers, 
especially stable manure.—G- B, M.. 
in the Indiana Farmer. 


THE HITCHINGS METHOD. 


The "Hitchings" method of orchard 
culture, as it is called, has excited very 
wide attention, because it has shown 
results which have not been equalled 
by ordinary methods, not#even by the 
improved methods of the most ad- 
vanced 
scientists. 
The 
Rural 
New 
Yorker thus tells how it is: 


Mr. Hltchings does not plow or culti- 
rate his orchards. His soil is naturally 
strong, and is well adapted to fruit 
Gfrovring, 
The trees are planted In 
sod, and are kept "mulched"—that is, 
a covering of manure, straw, grass, or 
whatever is available, is put around 
them. 
As the grass in the orchard' 
^rows it is cut with a mowing machino 
and left to decay on the ground. It is 
not cured 
and 
taken 
out as hay. 
Manure, straw, or other organic mate- 
rial is hauled in and spread over tlie 
surface of the ground. The object of 
this is to add organic matter to tho 
soil and prevent tho evaporation of 
moisture. The thick covering of grass 
and weeds on the surface keeps the 
soil cool and moist, giving an Ideal 
condition for apple roots. The constant 
supply of humus or organic matter In 
the soli holds moisture, whilo Its slow 
decay aids somewhat in making the 
fortuiti' iix the soil available. 
Under 
this system there Is no loss of fertility 
except that removed in the crop of ap- 
ples. 
The trees grown on this plan 
are peculiar In shape. They do not aa 
a rule make as much wood growth a» 
the cultivated trees, and the limbs ap- 
pear to sprawl out Instead of growing 
erect. 
But little pruning is done un- 
der this system—simply cutting out 
branches which tend to interfere witii 
3ther8. 
This "mulch method" mu«t 
not be confused with ordinary "sod 
culture," where the grass is cut In the 
orchard and hauled out for hay, or 
where hogs or sheep are pastured. Tho 
advantages of this mulch method are 
evident. 
One man can care for a 
large number of trees. It is well suited 
to rough and 
steep 
hillside, which 
makes excellent location for apples, 
but can not be cultivated at reasonable 
expense. The fruit grown in this way 
Is firm and of high color—of better 
keeping quality usually than that from 
cultivated orchards. 
The chief objec- 
tion is the danger from fire when the 
mulch Is dry, though this is not »erlous 
at the season when luch Area are luost 
likely to occur.

Trees grown near barn­ 
yards shoot out very vigorously ot first, 
but the tissues seem to degenerate 
rapldlj-, forming’g«m pockets and ex­ 
uding largo quantities of gum. 
The 
trees have been observed by peach men 
to sufi’er from winter killing and In ex­ 
treme cases are often killed outright. 
An application of nitrate of soda, at 
the rate of 300 pounds per acre in ono 
case noted by the Department of Agrl- 
culture,v.retarded the ripening time of 
peaches two weeks.

TO RENOVATE PORTIERES. 
Nothing is better for this than gaso­ 
line, but one can not be.cautioned too 
often or too strongly to handle this 
dangerous fluid carefully. To clean a 
pair of chenille or velour portieres, six 
to eight gallons of gasoline is neces- 
sary^ and the work must'be performed 
out of doors. Spread the bangings on 
the grass and brush lengthwise and 
across, and on both sides; never hang 
on a line to brush or beat, as the strain 
Is very likely to break the warp. Look 
them over carefully for soiled spots 
and dust streaks, and mark each spot 
and streak with a wfcite thread. Put 
the hangings in a tub and cover with 
gasóltne; rub the soils, and afterwards 
the whole curtain-with the liaiids and 
work up and down In the fluid until it 
looks clean. 
Gently squeeze out the 
gasoline, but on no account wring; 
rinse in another tub of fresh gasolina 
and hang to dry in the shade, without 
wringing or shaking, and use as few 
pins as possible. As the curtains dry, 
occasionally pull them out smooth and 
straight. The odor will disappear in 
drying,-Household.*

THE HITCHINGS METHOD. 
The “Hitchlngs” method of orchard 
culture, as it is called, has excited very 
wide attention, because it has shown 
results Avhlch have not been equalled 
by ordinary methods, not«even by the 
improA’ed methods of the most ad­ 
vanced scientists. The Rural New 
Yorker thus tells hoAv it Is: 
Mr. Hitchlngs does not plow or culti­ 
vate his orchards. His soli is naturally 
strong, and is w'ell adapted to fruit 
grrowing, 
The trees are planted in 
sod, and are kept “mulched”—that Is, 
a covering of manure, straw, grass, or 
whatever is available, is put around 
them. 
As the grass In the orchard' 
grows It is cut with a mowing machine 
and left to decay on the ground. It is 
not cured 
nnd 
taken 
out as hay. 
Manure, straw, or other organic mate­ 
rial Is hauled In and spread over tlio 
surface of the ground. The object of 
this is to add organic matter to tho 
soil nnd prevent tho evaporation of 
moisture. The thick covering of grass 
and Aveeds ou the surface keeps the 
soil cool and moist, glA’lng an Ideal 


2ondItion for apple roots. The constant 
supply of humus or organic matter In 
the soil holds moisture, whllo its slow 
decay aids somewhat in making the 
fertllltj' in the soil available. 
Under 
this system there Is no loss of fertility 
except that removed in the crop of ap-* 
pies. 
The trees grown on this plan 
are peculiar In shape. They do not as 
a rule make as much wood growth atr 
the cultivated trees, and the limbs ap­ 
pear to sprawl out instead of growing 
erect. 
But little pruning is done un­ 
der this system—simply cutting out 
branches A\iiich tend to interfere witli 
others. 
This “mulch method” must 
not be confused AvIth ordinary “sod 
eulture,” where the grass is cut In the 
orchard and hauled out for hay, or 
where hogs or shepp are pastured. Tho 
advantages of this mulch method are 
evident. 
One man can care for a 
large number of trees. It is well suited 
to rough and steep 
hillside, which 
makes excellent location for apples, 
but can not be cultivated at reasonable 
expense. The fruit groA\Ti in this way 
is firm and of high color—of better 
keeping quality usually <han that from 
cultivated orchards. The chief objec­ 
tion is the danger from fire when the 
mulch Is dry, though this is not serious 
at the season when luch firef are moat 
likely to occur.

The report of Commisslonotf 
Cor« 
pcratlons Garfield on the boot Indus- 
try, after jibout eight months' Inves- 
tigation In Chicago and 
elsewhere, 
shows that there has been an enormout 
amount of exaggeration in the stnte- 
ments that have appeared for some 
time past In regard to the beef busi- 
ness. 
This investigation was set on 
foot by a resolution of the Hous\> of 
Representatives adopted March 7,1004, 
and the ascertained facts after a most 
rigid examination of the methods and 
general conduct of the business are 
contained In a report covering 308 
pages. 
Its figures and tables conclu- 
sively show that the popular belief in 
enormous profits made by the lar;;c 
packers, such as Armour & Co., Swift 
& Co. and Nelson Morris & Co., and 
in the exclusive control of the busi- 
ness which many think they enjoy, is 
really without foundation. 


The report made to President Roose- 
velt by Commissioner Garfield is real- 
ly'the first official statement of the^ ac- 
tual conditions of the beef business 
that has been made, and as all the con- 
clusions arrived at are based, as shown 
by him, upon data officially obtalnea, 
thei-e seems to be no reason why they 
should not be regarded as reliable and 
in all respects trustworthy. 


This report shows why the price of 
both cattle and beef advanced to the 
highest level ever known after the 
short corn crop of 1901, and states that 
because of the decrease in number of 
cattle and also In decreased weight, 
"the high prices of bc-ef which caused 
so much complaint among consumers 
at this time were attributable wholly 
to these abnormal cattle prices." 


All the figures of the live weight and 
live cost of all dressed beef cattle were 
obtained from actual killing records, 
and all information of every kind-ob- 
tained by the Commissioner was volun* 
tarily and freely offered by the pack- 
ers, all books of record and paperi 
connected with the business having 
been placed at his disposal. 


To make certain that the results of 
the investigation should be absolutely 
accurate, the Commissioner states that 
a double method of ascertaining profits 
was adopted, and, without going into 
detail here, it is found that the conclu- 
sion arrived at shows an average profit 
of 00 cents per head. 
The Commis- 
sioner says '*the close parallelism in 
the results of the two methods of as- 
certaining the profits confirms com- 
pletely the correctness of the general 
conclusions." 
It is clearly established 
that "Western packers do not control 
more than half of the beef supply of 
the United States," the conclusion of 
the Commissioner being that the busi- 
ness done by them amounts to "about 
45 per cent." of the total slaughter of 
the country. 


The whole report Is extremely inter- 
esting and well worthy of careful pe- 
rusal. As an official report it may be 
regarded as worthy of confidence, and 
it certainly leads the reader to the 
conclusion arrived at by the Commis- 
sioner when he states that "the capi- 
talization of none of these concerns is 
excessive as compared with its actual 
investment," and that from thorough 
and rigid examination of original en- 
tries in books and papers to which ho 
had access there was also "indirect evi- 
dence that the profits of the packer« 
In their beef business are less than is 
frequently supposed," as shown by 
comparison between the total profits 
and the total amount of sales.
